Every one has come to realize the 
importance of a better system of Ag- 
riculture in Kentucky. We all know 
that the soils of the state are now in 
a worse condition than they were a 
generation ago. Likewise the in- 
crease in population has necessarily 
made the size ot the farms smalli 
Under these conditions a definite 
problem presents itself quite clearly, 
namely, that we must be ctntent to 
live on less than our fathers did pr 
else that we must st ady to make our 
land produce more. The latter is 
clearly the only course to pursue;the 
question is. how to go about it. Dur- 
ing the last two or three years the 
College of Agriculture at Lexington 
has conducted a small number of ag- 
ricultural clubs with the most grati- 
fying results. Heretofore the work 
has necessarily been quite limited on 
account of lack of men and money 
and, for that matter, the same con- 
dition still exists, however, on ac- 
count of the excellent results obtain- 
ed, a greater effort will be made this 
season to forward this work. 

An agricultural club usually does 
the best^ work when in connection 
with some school or is under the su- 
pervision of the county school super- 
intendent, though this is not neces- 
sarily the case. 

Heretofore the clubs have often 
been called Corn Clubs and have con- 
fieir efforts to corn raising. 
During the coming season the plan 

0 expand the work to cover a vari 
y of farm activities such as corn, i 
ield and protfi contests: potato rais- 
ng in similar tests, testing and 

keeping records of dairy cows, 
taking, breadmalcing, sew 
ening and forestry. In an i 
f this length it is impossible 
uto any details, however, 
to say that all these activities 
o lead to the voung peopli 
partment of the state show at the 
Agricultural College next January. 
Assistance will be given from time 
to time: experts from the college 
visit the clubs and a limited amount 
apparatus will be loaned for the 
of the members. Detailed instruc- 
tions will be given in regard to all 
nes of work undertaken. 
There are numerous benefits that 
will be gotten by boys and girls 
well as by teachers who get in touch 
with the Extension Service of thi 
University.
